According  to  records,  the  township  seems  to  have  been  divided  educationalh'  into  nine  districts.  Some 
fourteen  public  schools  and  one  parocliial  school  have  served  the  township  since  1841.  They  include; 

1.  Campbell  School,  1841,  located  just  south  of  Monterey. 

2.  Becker  School,  located  west  of  Monterey. 

3.  New  Myer,  north  central  area  of  township,  1880. 

4.  LaFountain,  northwest  area  of  township. 

5.  Casey  School,  1880-1900,  northwest  area  of  township. 

6.  Get-A-Way,  1889,  west  area. 

7.  Wilson  School,  west  central  area, 

8.  Center,  1900,  located  in  center  of  township, 

9.  Wade  School,  closed  1910,  east  central  area. 

10.  Overmyer,  or  Invincible,  southeast  corner  of  township. 

1  1.  Lawton  (nicknamed  "Mud  College"),  south  central  area, 

12.  0.  K.  School,  southwest  area. 

13.  Meeks,  closed  191  2,  southwest, 

14.  Monterey  School,  believed  started  (Sec.  2),  1884.

A  Brief  History  of  Monterey 

In  the  nortiiern  Indiana  area,  schools  were  estabhshed  as  rural  school  soon  after  the  first  set- 
tlers arrived.  In  Pulaski  County  the  evidence  shows  that  schools  were  started  in  the  late  1830's 
and  early  1840's.  Historically,  the  first  school  in  Tippecanoe  Township  was  established  in  1841 
on  the  Frances  Campbell  farm  just  south  of  Monterey,  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  township. 
It  was  conducted  by  Samuel  Gilbert. 

In  1849,  a  town  was  laid  out  by  Eli  and  Peter  W.  Demoss  and  settled  by  hunters,  trappers, 
and  other  pioneers.  It  was  named  "Buena  Vista"  (pretty  view).  When  the  post  office  was  estab- 
lished in  Buena  Vista  it  was  found  that  there  was  another  of  the  same  name.  It  was  then  changed 
to  Monterey.  Both  were  named  for  important  Mexican  battlegrounds. 

The  building  of  the  first  school  in  Monterey  was  begun  in  the  fall  of  1872  and  completed  in 
the  summer  of  1873.  Lawton,  Center,  and  O.  K.  Schools  were  consolidated  to  make  Monterey 
School.  Monterey  School  was  the  best  of  nine  schoolhouses  in  the  township.  It  was  a  frame 
structure,  '28  x  '40,  two  stories  high,  containing  four  rooms. 

In  approximately  1900,  a  second  school  was  built  to  replace  the  first.  It  was  a  brick  building 
two  stories  high.  It  burned  and  a  new  one  was  built.  It  is  believed  that  the  fire  was  started  inten- 
tionally as  bids  had  been  opened  several  days  before  for  the  building  of  a  third  new  school.  Both 
of  the  above  structures  were  located  northeast  of  the  present  school  across  from  Zehner's  Shell 
Service. 

The  third  school  was  located  in  the  same  spot  as  our  present  day  school.  It  stood  for  seven- 
teen years  and  then  burned  to  the  ground. 

During  the  building  of  our  current  school,  1932-34,  a  wood  building  was  constructed  as  a  tem- 
porary school.  It  was  located  on  the  east  side  of  Monterey  and  was  called  the  "sheepshed".  It 
was  a  one  story  building  composed  of  five  rooms;  a  large  study  hall,  two  secondary  rooms,  and 
two  elementary  rooms. 

In  1934,  our  present  day  school  was  completed  and  opened.  This  was  celebrated  with  a  parade. 
The  building  was  not  nearly  as  large  as  it  is  today  because  the  cafeteria,  the  industrial  arts  shop, 
the  music  room,  and  the  science  room  were  only  added  and  completed  in  January,  1955. 

Perhaps  the  feeling  of  all    Monterey's  alumni  is  summed  up  best  by  one  of  our  interviewers 
when  she  said,  "Now  suddenly  our  once  lovely  new  school  is  just  an  old  one,  and  not  big  enough 
for  our  modern  school  system.
